SZXXY, HE which day, the Lord Provoſt, Bailies, Council, ans Deacons of Crafts, being conveened in Coun: 
 Cil, taking to their Conſideration, that notwithſtanding of diverſe Afts of Council made for purging the 
SF City of agabonds, Beggers, and other idle Perſons, who daily trouble the Inhabitants, and others His 
£ Majeſties Leidges reſorting thereto ; Yet they ate ſonumerovs, that the Citizens and other His Maje- 
ELSE ties Leidges, cannot without great trouble walk upon the Streets, which -is very burdenſome to the Ci- 
 - , _  -ty, anddiſgraceful to the place: Conſidering that by the 1 5 ARt of the third Seffion of our late Soveraign 
Lords firſt Parhamear, it is Declared that it ſhall be leiſome roall Perſons or Societies, who have, or ſhall ſet up any 


pamaBgcies within this Kingdom, to ſeize upon, and apponhend any Vagabonds, who ſhall be found Begging, or 


who being Maſterleſs, and out of Service, and have not wherewith to maintain- themſelves by their own means and 
work: And impowering them to: employ the faids Vagabond perſpns and their Bairns, ja their carimon work, and de- 


blaring they ſhall continue therein during their life-time, and ſhall be ſubje& ts their Maſters. corre&ion and chaftiſe= 
| ment, inal[manner of correQtion, ( life and torture excepted.) The faids-perfons being always employed by the ſaids Ma= - 
nufaQories with advice of the Magiſtrates of the place where they ſhall be izized upon. . And the Council being now re- 


ſolved that. all the Vagabonds, Beggers, and other idle porſons, and their Children thar are above the age of 5 years, 


that can be found upon the Streets of the City, or inany part of the ſamine, or Suburbs thereof, ſhall be apprehended 


and pur into the CorreQion-houſe, and ſer at work to Spmm and Card, and working ſuch ManufaQtory work as they ſhall 
—_— to do by the Keeper of the CorreAion-houle and his ſervants, which they judge tobe the beſt expedient for 
X City and Suburbs of the faids idle Perſons and Vagabonds, and preventing the increaſe of them in time 
coming. Therefore, they hereby Command and Charge theſe perſons who ſhall receive rhe Mayifitaces Cuunnidivn, 
otake and hs pwn all ſuch Vagabonds, idle Beggers, whores, Thieves, and Mafterleſs perſons, and their Children a- 
ve the age of 5 years, who ſhall be found within the City, or any part thereof, or Suburbs of the ſame, and preſent . 


- them to the Magiſtrates, that thereafter they may be Impriſoned witkin.the ſaid Houſe of Correftion, to be {et at work 
| —_ {aid Maſter of the CorreQtion-houſe and his Servants, in manner foreſaid ; who are to remain therein during all 


days of their life-time, conform to the tenor of the ſaid Att of Parliament, during the which ſpace they areto teceive 
all manner of puniſhment and correCion, (life and torture excepted: )- And in like manner, the Council taking 1ato- 
conlideration, that the City harh been, and is greatly abuicd, by ſuffering Strangers, Vagabonds, un-free Perſans, poor 
and indigent Bodies,to plant and have their Habitations within this City; and that by harbouring of the ſaids perſons (and 
ſach as they reſett) the Town is defiled with all kind of Vice,the liberty of Free-men uſurped, the City over-burdened . 
with i _—_—_ of that kind of people, their Wives, Children. and ſuch as they reſett, particularly inthe time of Death, 
and the Monthly contribution appeinted for their own poor, employed and conſumed upon them: and that for re-' 
meed thereof, the Magiſtrates and Council by their Att of the Date the 22th. day of December,z 676. years,did Statute and 
Ordain, that no perſons ſet their F ouſes or Lands within the City, or Suburbs thereof, in any time hereaiter, to any un- 


free perſons, that are noc Landed Gentlemen, or Members of the Colledge of Juſtice, without a ſpecial Ticket from the . 


Bailie of the Quarter in Writt, within whoſe Pounds the faids L3nds lyes, under thepain of an Un-law of Twenty Pounds, 


- . fo be taken off the Setters or Owners of the ſatds Lands, or Houſes, ilk perſon to whom their Land or Houſes was to be 


ſer, with the Eſcheat of an Years Mail to the Towns uſe: And where any Landsor Houſes are ſer to ſuchperſons, that the 
Owners, or Setters, remove the ſaids perſons inſtantly; and that the Bailies ſhall give no Ticket to the fſaids unfree per- 
fons, but upon: Caution tobe found Aﬀed in the Town Books, that they ſhall keep and fulfill the Articles following 3 


to wir; That they ſhall receiveno Vagabonds, Naughty or Vitious Perſons, nor any who are ſ{uſf.e& of Theft, or Reſet 


of Theft, or of keeping of Brothel-houſes, nor Maſterleſs-perſons within their Houſes, under the pain of T went y Pounds, 
ſo oft as they failzie ; Hou They ſhall uſeno unlawful Vocation, or uſurp the Liberty ofa Free-man, under the ſaid pain- 
Item, That neither they, their Servants, Wives, nor Children, ſhall be burdenable to the good Town, under the pain of 
an Un-law of an hundred Merks. 1te-, That they ſhall be:no-ways diſobedient to the Church, or Aagiſtrates, or Officers 
of the {aid Burgh, under the ſaid pain, and their Penalties to be paid by the faids Cautionerss The Council do revive 
the foreſaid At, in the whole Heads, Articles and Clauſes thereof; and Ordains the fame to take effet, and to be put 


_ © to due Execution in all time coming. And further, it is Statute and Ordained, that Out-land pcor Beggers, and other
